BERLLN, Germany—The Kaiser’s new 
yacht which is to replace the old Hohen- 
zollern will bear the same name. It is 
being built at the Vulkan dockyurds at 
Stettin, and is to be completed by the 
end of the year. It is expected that 
the ship will be ready for munchmg ia 
June, 

The new yacht is much larger than 
the present one, being 161 meters in 
length and having a capacity of 7300 
tons, or 3000 tons more than her pre- 
decessor.

M. BRIAND TELLS 
MONTMARTRE HIS 


POLICY 15 RIGHT 


(Special to the Monitor) 

PARIS, France—In spite of attempts 
by revolutionaries to prevent M. Briand 
from speaking at Montmartre recently, 
a strong political speech was delivered 
by the former premier in which he de- 
clared that nothing would prevent him 
from submitting to the country the 
policy which he felt sure was the right 
one. Of its success he felt convinced. 

It was necessary that great efforts 
should be made to bring improvement to 
the conditions under -which the people 
lived. Such efforts were only possible in 
a state in which there was unity among 
ti.e citizens. M. Briand wound up with a 
defense of his policy of which the main 
tenet, he said, was the unity and in- 
divisibility of France and the Republic.

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EDUCATION OF ILLITERATES 
DISCUSSED BY SCHOOL BOARD 


Report of W. Stanwood Field, Director of Evening and 
Continuation Institutions, Shows Cost to Boston 
Would Be $183,320.54-—Recommendations Made 


Education of illiterates was considered 
by the school committee at a special 
meeting last night. According to a re- 
port of W. Stanwood Field, director of 
evening and continuation schools, the to- 
tal cost of the education of illiterates at 
present is $118,287.70, but if the recom- 
mendations of the immigration commis- 
sion were to be carried out it would cost 
at least $28,032.84 additional. There are 
now 558 illiterates in the day schools 
and 522 in evening schools. If the even- 
ing sessions are put on a four-evening 
basis instead of three-evening, as at 
present, the cost would be still further 
augmented so the total would amount 
to about $183,320.54. 

Mr. Field believes it would not be pos- 
sible to carry out the proposals of the 
commission this year. 


Dr. Harrington Reports 
Dr. Thomas F. Harrington, director of 


school hygiene, reported he has only been 
able to open one open-air class and that 


the others proposed have been delayed 
because of a legal question. 

The rules governing high school cer- 
tificates were changed so that work 
done for. the master’s degree in educa- 
tion, in accordance with a plan approved 
by the board of superirtendents, may be 
accepted as equivalent to two of the 
three years’ successful experience in 
teaching and governing regular graded 
day schools, provided the college author- 
ities shall in each case certify to the 
satisfactory completion of the required 
work for the said degree. 


Certificate Accepted 

A satisfactory certificate in pedagogy 
or a diploma from the Boston Normal 
School or from a state normal school in 
Massachusetts is accepted as equivalent 
to one year’s successful experience in 
teaching and governing schools, except 
when two years’ credit is allowed for 
the high school certificate for. work done 
for the master’s degree in education. 


MARINES LANDED BY U. S. 


TAKE VERACRUZ WATERFRONT 


VERACRUZ—Under orders from Presi- 
dent Wilson to hold up a shipment of 
artillery and ammunitions consigned to 
General Huerta on the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can ship Ypiranga, Rear-Admiral Fletcher 
landed a force of about 1000 marines 
under Capt. William R. Rush Tuesday. 
The Mexican forces at first appeared to 
be in retreat, but later opened fire. 
Finally the guns of the transport Prairie 
were trained on the town and the main 
firing of the Federals was stilled. It is 
reported that four Americans and 200 
Mexicans were killed. 

Rear-Admiral Badger, with his seven 
battleships, has arrived at Veracruz. 
Rear-Admiral Mayo and the ships under 
his command at Tampico have also 
augmented the American fleet at Vera- 
cruz. The Badger fleet, bound for Tam- 
pico, was ordered to Veracruz Tuesday. 

The German ship with the arms con- 


jsigned to Huerta has placed itself under 


Admiral Fletcher’s orders. 

No news has been received of a pas- 
senger train loaded with Americans 
which left Mexico City yesterday morn- 
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\far without use of heavy guns. 


ing. No word has been received as to 
the position of the train. The Federals 
have cut the telegraph lines to Mexico 
City. 


Consul Canada’s Report 


Consul Canada at Veracruz has re- 
portec as follows: 

“Marines and bluejackets landed at 
11:30 this morning, immediately taking 
possession of cable office, postoffice, tele- 
graphic office and custom house, also 
railroad terminals and yards with roll- 
ing stock. 

“Notwithstanding firing from house- 
tops we are masters of the situation so 
Our 
men are simply defending themselves. 
Some resistance from naval vessels soon 
silenced by guns on Prairie. 


“At this time, reported four of our 
men killed and 20 wounded. American 
newspaper anen and several other Amer- 
icans in consulate. 

“Several Americans, including some 
women who refused to go aboard refugee 
ships, are now marooned in hotels within 
firing line. Trains from Mexico City did 
not arrive.”

TO BE REVIEWED 


Boston Chamber of Commerce 
Seeks to Have Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Conduct 
Hearings in This City 


CANAL ACT PROVISIONS 


Advisability of the New Haven rail- 
road continuing to hold its Long Island 
sound steamship lines is to be taken up 
at hearings before the interstate com- 
merce commiss:on in this city if the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce can induce 
the commission to take such action. The 
question of whether conditions exist 
whereby the New Haven may be allowed 
to retain its sound lines under the 
Panama canal act is to be determined by 
the commission. 

Circulars bearing information in this 
respect and half a dozen questions re- 
ferring thereto have been sent by the 
chamber to members and to shippers and 
receivers of freight in New England. 
Answers are sought as to whether they 
use the New Haven sound lines and in 
what respect they derive advantage 
therefrom. 


Chamber Would Learn 


The Chamber is likewise desirous of 
knowing the amount of freight shipped 
and received by the sound lines and the 
quantity shipped and received by rail 
to, from and through New York. Then 
the Chamber asks for each one to state 
whether he believes the New Haven 
should retain control of the sound lines 
and to give his reasons in support of 
his contention. The final query is to 
find out whether the party receiving the 
circular will appear in person or by a 
representative to state his position in 
the matter if such a hearing was held. 

The lines .under consideration are 
those sailing from Fall River, New 
Bedford, Providence, Hartford, Norwich, 
New Haven and Bridgeport. The data 
is for the use of the transportation com- 
mittee of the Chamber and a prompt 
reply is invited. 


Canal Act Provision 


The canal act provides that no railroad 
company shall control or hold stock in 
any water line with which it may com- 
pete except that the interstate commerce 
commission may extend allowance of 
present conditions beyond July if it finds 
upon investigation that such water ser- 
vice is being operated in the interest of 
the public. 
proved to the commission to be of ad- 
vantage to the commerce of the people. 

The decision of the commission in this 
matter is an important factor in the 
agreement between the federal depart- 
ment of justice and the New Haven 
road as the government has allowed the 
matter of contro] to hinge upon the at- 
titude of the commission.

masney’s inquiry said that the presenta- 
tion of this amendment was in a way a 
legacy from the last legislature. ‘he 
supreme court was asked by the Legis- 
lature of 1913, he said, to give an 
opinion as to whether the constitution 
at present prohibited appropriations for 
sectarian purposes. 


Condition Held Unsettled 


In its opinion, he declared, the su- 
preme court held that the constitution 
does not prohibit. appropriations ‘for 
higher educational institutions, under 
sectarian control. On other phases of 
the same subject the supreme court 
justices differed, he said. 

It was the manifestly unsettled con- 
dition of the subject which required leg- 
islation at the present time, said Mr. 
Bates. If members of the House wished 
to stop agitation on this subject, he 
declared, they should vote for the amend- 
ment. 

Taking the floor again, Representative 
Lomasney said that article 3 of the bill 
of rights recogmized the right of the 
Protestant denominations to receive sup- 
port from the public treasury. When 
people talk about no union between 
church and state, he said, they should 
remember this article. 


Mr. Lomasney Tells of Funds 


He declared that during the past 54 
years about $6,000,000 has been appro- 
priated by the Legislature for charitable 
institutions, and that of this but $49,000 
has gone to Catholic institutions. The 
rest, he said, had been expended for other 
institutions principally by persons who 
were Protestants. 

After Mr. Lomasney had offered his 
amendment, Representative Bates made 
a point of order that the amendment was 
beyond the scope of the petition.

BAKERY BREADS ARE ANALYZED 


Recently 200 loaves of bread, the pro- loaf in the 


‘duct of 79 Connecticut, one Massachu- 
‘setts and three New York bakeries, were 
analyzed by the chemist of the Connec- 
‘ticut agricultural experiment station, 
‘and showed wide variations in all their 
lingredients. 

| For example, the . moisture content 
‘ranged from 27 to 40 per cent, so that in 
some instances the bread contained ex- 
cessive amounts of water. The fat pres- 
ent also showed a wide range, from 0.08 
to 4.37 per cent. These differences are 
largely due to the methods of the bakers. 
In some cases only flour, yeast and salt 
are used, while in others milk, putter, 
lard and sugar, either alone or in com- 
bination, are employed. The variations 
in fat are also due in part to the fact 
that in the process of baking a part of 
the fat is destroyed. In some samples 
the amount of fat found is much lower 
than could have resulted from the use of 
‘any brand of flour.

National Society For the Promo-. 
tion of This Branch of Educa-. 
tion Will Make a Survey of 


Conditions in Richmond, Va. 
WILL REPORT LATER | 


NEW YORK—To find and establish a 
standard of industrial education in school 
and shop, with a view to helping the man 
who works with his hands, the National 
Society for the Promotion of Industrial 
Education of 105 East Twenty-second 
street, New York, has announced that it 
would make a survey of school and in- 
dustrial conditions in Richmond, Va., un- 
der the guidance of expert educators and | 
compile a report with recommendations 
to be used as the keynote of a conven- 
tion of the society to be held in that 
city in December. The announcement of 
the society in reference to this survey 
follows: : 

“Of the 7,600,000 workers in industry 
today about 4,000,000 left elementary 
school before attaining the age of 14 
years. This great army of workers need 
industrial training, not only for their 
own welfare, but for the welfare of the 
nation as well. This is one of the 
greatest national problems before the 
American people today. It involves ques- 
tions of our national prosperity, social 
uplift of the worker, industrial peace, 
minimum wage, scientific management, 
efficiency, conservation of natural re- 
sources and other momentous kindred 
topics. 


$500,000,000 Spent Annually 


“It is estimated that $500,000,000 is 
spent annually in this country for educa- 
tion. This sum ig used only for the 
benefit of 10 per cent of the pupils, since 
90 per cent leave before the age of 14 
years. No provision is made for the 90 
per cent. that enters industry without 
even a rudimentary training. 

“For seven years the National Society 
for the Promotion of Industrial Educa- 
tion has been seeking recognition for this 
great army of the 90 per cent. It has 
now decided to study the school and shop 
conditions of Richmond, Va., with a view 


to evolving a system of industrial edu-j| 


cation, that may serve as a model for 
the entire country. 

“This survey will be inaugurated this 
month and will cover a period of practi- 
cally eight months. It will be compre- 
hensive and intensive and will be con- 
ducted by experienced educators, with 
the cooperation of the Russell Sage 
Foundation. The findings and recommen- 
dations will be made the basis of dis- 
cussions at a convention to be held by 
the Society in Richmond in December. 


Specialist at Head 

“The survey will be organized so as 
to command the services of an experi- 
enced director working under plans, 
approved by the National Society and 
the local authorities, serving as an 
advisory board. Field work will consist 
largely of visitations to plants, the study 
of actual work performed, conferences 
with employers, foremen and employees 
and their organizations and with the 
local authorities. Office work will con- 
sist of the tabulation of material, sum- 
mation of data, charting of results, the 
reporting of findings and the making of 
recommendations and writing of the 
report. 

“This material will be used ag a tool 
in trade,.in order to determine what the 
need for training, if any, of the workers 
in occupation in a given industry is, and 
how it can best be met. It will also be 
used to determine whether there is a 
need for training; what the general char- 
acter of this need is, what the specific 
requirements of the worker are that need 
to be met by instruction; how far this 
need is now being met by the industry; 
how far the industry might meet it and 
how far and in what way the schoo! 
might help.” 3

There- 
fore it is that the preliminary report of 
the department of agriculture that an- 
nounces the prospect of a record breaRing 
winter wheat crop is received with deep 
satisfaction by all who are cognizant of 
the part that crop plays in the promo- 
tion of general prosperity. Declaring 
that its report is based upon most con- 
servative estimates, the department fig- 
ures a prospective yield in excess of 551,- 
'000,000 bushels. The .condition of the 
‘crop upon the first of the month was 
11.5 per cent better than the average 
condition on the same day for the past 
decade.

eral _Government Presented 


Arguments of the opponents as well as 
the advocates of Mayor Curley’s projected 
transfer of the quarantine station at 
Gallups island from the city contro] to 
the federal government which were voiced 
at yesterday’s hearing before the city 
council sitting as an executive commit- 
tee will be considered before the commit- 
tee makes any report or recommenda- 
tions to the city council. 

Corporation Counsel John A. Sullivan 
conducted the hearing for the proponents, 
while William C. Brewer, chairman of 
the committee on maritime affairs of the 
Chamber of Commerce, was the leader of 
the opposition. 

Mr. Sullivan said the chief reason for 
advocating the travsfer was that it 
would mean a saving to the city of about 
$25,000 per year which the city greatly 
needed at this time. Further he stated 
that it was the mayor’s plan to have all 
the quarantine stations in the country 
under federal control and all subject to 
uniform regulations. 

Others who spoke in favor were Ed- 
ward F, McSweeney, George F. Babbitt 
and Dr. Victor Safford, representing the 
treasury department, and Robert Wat- 
son, United States department of labor. 

Mr. Brewer in opposition said the 
situation was satisfactory as it is and 
that a transfer of authority would mean 
delays that would be a hindrance to pas- 
senger transportation.

In the prospectus of the summer school of 
journalism to be conducted this year by the 
University of California the following sen- 
tence is extremely significant: “There will 
be a study of the right and wrong of jour- 
nalism, clean and tainted advertising, honest 
telling of news or its suppression, what is 
fitting in the chronicling of crime and scan- 
dal, the question of partizan color in the 
news columns, the contrast of the newspaper 
as a mere money-maker or as a foremost advocate of every worthy 
cause and first citizen of the community.” The conception of a 
newspaper as having potential and actual individyality sufficient, 
when rightly used, to justify the thought of it as a “first citizen” of 
a community, is new and to some persons it may seem presumptuous. 
But, whether valid or fantastical, the statement has back of it 
enough truth to make it worth pondering, especially when it comes 
from such a source. For there is more than ordinary significance 
in the origin of this and other clauses of the quoted statement of 
school aims. -No aspect of contemporary journalism in the United 
States seems to us more prophetic of a new day than the formal 
alliance of the university with journalism, and the training of 
editors and reporters-in an environment where the ethical phases of 
their future calling are bound to be considered to a degree that was 
unknown under traditional methods of journalistic discipline. 
Already attention has been called to the discussion of quite 
similar aspects of journalism planned for the University of Kansas 
conference in May, in which not only students in the university and 
working journalists in Kansas and adjacent states but also men of 
national reputation are to share. The truth of the matter is that. 
what with discussions of such conferences, the teachings of schools of 
journalism, and the successful experiments of an increasing number 
of non-sensational, anti-crime, constructive news journals, the art 
of newspaper-making has entered on a new epoch in the United 
States, a fact which the Monitor is only too glad to chronicle.

OFFHAND opinions on the use of efficiency 
systems in government workshops, either 
favorable or unfavorable, seem to us alto- 
gether imprudent. Even opinions delib- 
erately formed and with apparent study need 
to be accepted with caution. The problem | 
is not singular in being one that involves | | 
considerations that are easily overlooked in | | 
the current discussion. While certain advo- | I 
cates of the change are selfishly interested, 

there are doubtless others who support it on grounds that they 
regard as entirely just. And while some of the opposition may be 
supposed to, have a view 'to sheltering the inefficient laborer behind 
the uniform scale, there are others whose grounds against it deserve. 
respect. 

It is reasonable, let it be agreed, that there should be a system 
that apportions pay to the amount and value of the service of the 
mechanics. It seems ideal that the man capable of the larger and 
better production should be rewarded accordingly. This 1s the logic 
of piecework; and, in passing, it may be observed that the piecework 
basis for pay is not gaining favor but rather losing it. The sweat- 
shop was a fortress of piecework; the most demeaning conditions 
are fostered under the device. There is no escape economically from 
the conclusion that pay apportioned to efficiency is applied justice. 
But this is not the whole case, and the labor leaders who protest 
against it deserve a hearing. | 

Louis D. Brandeis, who appeared before the government com- 
missioner the other day, is accounted a supporter of the efficiency 
system idea, but it is to be noted that in the brief newspaper reports 
of his plea he qualifies his approval of the stop-watch method by 
adding that it needs to be properly applied; that then labor will gain 
protection against unfairness by its use; and that he sees the need 
of labor being given representation from the outset in fixing base 
rates, making time studies and determining the amounts of the 
bonuses. He is insistent that labor should be represented. Nobody, 
he declares, should have absolute power. In the midst of the speech 
that is represented as favorable to the system, he is found saying 
that the system in certain possible applications is not safe. In sup- 
port so qualified, Mr. Brandeis would probably be joined by every- 
body who is interested in government and industrial methods out of 
a desire for fairness. : 

It is not an ideal but a practical system that the opponents 
attack. They assail it at the very point where it misses the chance 
of becoming a square deal—where it fails to take the man into 
account and undertakes to make him a part of a machine, the interior 
workings of which are not known to him, the speed of which he has 
no part in regulating, the compensations of which are fixed with 
no consultation with him. Observation of the attempts to use some 
of the elaborately built systems in certain of the government shops 
bears out the criticism that: they are perfectly devised to lower the 


manhood of the worker while they arrive at results that are doubt- 


fully better for the employer. 

There is-a charm in the word “efficiency.” It would seem to 
have its possible application to the regulation of labor. But it may 
well be thought that the great end of justice is not approachable 
in devices that presuppose a submission on the part of worker to 
arrangements that do not regard him as rightfully a sharer in the 
benefits as well as in the full knowledge of the plan; Efficiency as 
an ally of joint action seems to us ideal and possibly practicable. 
Systems that take the name may properly be tested by the extent to 
which they justify it.

one should be favored above them all, and 
we believe the nation will approve. In the replica of Mt. Vernon 
near the Golden Gate will be housed a large collection of Washington 
relics—furniture, glassware, silver, ornaments, clothing and so on. 
As in the Mt. Vernon copy at the world’s Columbian exposition of 
1893, the walls, we take it, will be hung with pictures, portraits and 
engravings, of the colonial and revolutionary period. Very likely, 
as at Chicago, the Washington homestead will be in close contiguity 
to the New York, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts buildings, all 
representative of the period in which the republic was having its 
beginning, so that in the evening, by one of the most beautiful of bays, 
their lengthening shadows will merge and mingle 3000 miles away 
from the sites of the original structures. 

The Panama-Pacific exposition is expected to accomplish many 
things that shall be lastingly beneficial to the United States and its 
people, and it is well to have confidence and to believe that this 
expectation shall be realized. If it shall reveal to the thousands of 
visitors, and especially to those who are of alien parentage and are 
still partly or wholly alien to the nation’s institutions, the character 
of George Washington as clearly and. as conspicuously as it will 
present his homestead, it will have accomplished at least one thing 
of inestimable value. 

As the revolutionary period recedes, the figure of this extraor- 
dinary man, exemplary citizen and splendid patriot looms larger 
and grander in the perspective. Not enough is known about him, 
even by the natives of the soil; not enough is said about him, not 
enough is taught concerning him, his single-mindedness, his self- 
sacrifice, his devotion to an ideal, his consecration to a cause that has 
come to be recognized as not merely the cause of his own people but 
of all humanity. The Panama-Pacific exposition will have well 
repaid the country for all the country may do for it, if it shall initiate 
a movement that shall make George Washington not an idol, but a 
model for the millions that are now in the land and the millions 
that are to come. 


Los ANGELES is striving for a constitutional amendment that 
will enable it to consolidate the city and county governments. Sentt- 
ment favoring this kind of consolidation seems to be gaining in all 
parts of the United States. Perhaps it is coming to be recognized 
that there are too many local governments and too much local gov- 
ernment, and that governmental condensation will be in the interest 
both of economy and efficiency. 
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
